Ben, 5R8DS, has officially 
announced that the new QSL route for 5R8DS and 5R8DY is via PA3BXC (his 
home call): Ben and Marian Witvliet, Sleedoorn 65, Emmen - 7822an, 

The Netherlands. All QSLs will be answered (if direct with a SASE or 

via bureau). This as the final solution to the lack of a QSL-bureau on 
Madagascar. Ben also mentions that Marian, 5R8DY, has returned to Holland 
with the children because of sharply declining security. 5R8DS will 
terminate the Radio Netherlands contract on Madagascar in favor of his 
family, ending the 5R8DS activity on November 1, 1995. The callsign will 
be maintained so that Ben can return some day for an expedition to 
complete his 5BDXCC (lacking only a handful on 80 and 10 meters). Ben 
continues to be active on CW or SSB (on 5 bands). 


PJ7 OPERATION CANCELLED. Tom, K6URI, states his PJ7/K6URI operation 
scheduled for September 9-23rd has been wiped out due to Hurricane Luis 
(not much left of the resort he was going to).
